The family acted upon Miss Pick- 
ford’s advice, and moved, bag and 
baggage, to the film capital. With 
such sponsorship, Jackie had little 
difficulty obtaining a part in “And 
So They Were Married.” He ac- 
quitted himself so well that he soon 
became one of MHollywood’s most 
sought-after juvenile players.
